HIS QUO WARRANTO PROJECT.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The following fs the 

text of Mr. Fieid's bill to allow the defeated 
Presidential candidate to contest the questions 
in the United States States Supreme Court, 
otherwise known as the Quo Warranto bill: 


An Act to provide an effectual remedy for a 
wrongful intrusion into the office of President or 
Vice-President of the United States: 

Be it enacted, By the Senate and House of —— 4 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled as follows: 

Section 1. When ony person usurps, intrades 
into, or without due election holds or exercises 
the office of President or Vice-President of the 
United States, his title to the office and the title of 
any claim thereof may be tried and determined by 
action in the nature of a quo warranto as hereafter 
provided. 

Sec. 2. The action may be brought in any Circuit 
Court of the United States against a person in 
office by rd person claiming title thereto. 

Seo. J. Theaction must be brought in the name of 
the United States and of the claimant, but the pros- 
ecution thereof shall be under the sole direction of 
the claimant. It must be brought by the service of 
a summons, which the Court shall issue on the filing 
of the complainant, and which may be served in 
any partof the United States, requifing the de- 
fendant to answer the complaint within a time fixed 
by the Court, not — forty days after the 
service of the summons, and the complaint must 
allege that the claimant was duly elected and is en- 
titled to the office; that the defendant is in posses- 
sion of the office without a just title thereto: and 
ask that the defendant may be excluded from the 
office and the claimant placed in possession thereof. 

Sec. 4. The defendant may anewer the complaint 
denying his own unlawful intrusion into the office, 


or the title of the claimant, or both, andthe issue 


thus — shall be tried by a jury, or by the Court 


if a jury trial be waived. But if there be no an- 


swer the Court shall receive such evidence of title 
as may be offered by the claimant, and thereupon 
make a written finding of the facts. 

Sec. 5. The following rules must be observed in 
the conduct of the action: A. The finding of the 
facts, if there be no answer, and the trial of the 
issue upon an answer shall be had at any time and 
place within the United States, to be fixed by the 
Court, having regard to the convenience of the 
parties and witnesses; but it must be commenced 
within ninety days from the service of the sum- 
mons. 

B. Sifbpenas to attend and testify with or with- 
out papers may be served in any part of the United 
States. All processes shall issue in the name of 
the United States, and the jury shall be drawn from 
the district where the trial is had. 

C. The Court shall inquire whether the Electoral 
votes purporting to come from a State were cast by 
the persons duly appointed by that State in the 
mannerdirected by the Legislature, and whether 
any such —— Was atthe time of his appoint- 
ment ineligible, or at the time of casting bis vote 
incapacitated by the laws of the State. or of the 
United States, and for that pu shall recerve 
evidence tending to show the forgery, falsehood, 
or invalidity of any certificate of any Governor or 
canvasser, or other officer whomsoever.

$250, 504. 000, and at the rate of 21% mills on the 
dollar,—sbowing a proportionately much larger 
and closer collection of taxes during the year 1873.

Hearts and Brains Devoured. 


Record of Minor Accidents. 


AN APPALLING TALE. 
to New York Herald. 


Dispatch 

Boston, Feb. 21.—One of the most appalling 
tales of shipwreck and starvation that has ever 
startled and horrified the civilized world reached 
this city yesterday in a letter from Capt. Kane, 
of the American schooner P. B. Macdonald, 
dated Goree, on The west coagt of Africa, on 
Jan. 24. 

The British bark Maria, Capt. Grayson, sailed 
from Darien, Ga., on the Ist of November last, 
with a cargo of timber for Belfast, Ireland. She 
was 590 tons burden, and was built at Yar- 
mouth, Nova Scotia, in 1863, and was classed 
A2 at Lloyds. Her crew numbered fourteen, 
including the Captain and officers. 

Shortly after leaving port the carpenter re- 
ported a serious leak. The weather had been 
rough, and ft is supposed that some of the cargo 
shifted with the rolling of the ship and dam- 
aged her frame and sheathing. Notwithstand- 
ing the efforts of the crew, the leak gained 
steadily on them, and the ship began to settle 
1 — rr 

e cargo being timber, 
but the weight ot her maste caused her to 
aver on her broadside with her spars in the 


water. 
‘fhe unfortunate crew managed to scramble 
over the bulwarks and gain the side of the 


ship that was out of water, and clung with des- 


rate to the channels ane FOES ioe 
— 0 seen and rescued from dread- 
oe 

hile thus 
frequently made a clean breach over them,threat- 
ening them with death, and exhausting their 
rapidly-tai strength in their efforts to re- 
tain their on the ship’s side. 

The laboring of the wreck in the heavy 
threw such an immense strain on the mas 
which were alternately buried in the waves 
lifted abope the suriace, that they broke off 
one alter another, thus relieving the ship of 
their weight. 

The result was that she righted again, but lay 
buried in the sea, water) and upmanage- 
able. Everything movabie on her decks had 
been swept away. Her boats were 8 
and the crew, after another desperate effort, 
dragged themselves to her decks, which were 
9 water. 

All this time the unfortunate crew had been 
famishing with hu and thirst. Theship’s 
stores were bey their reach, being stowed 
below, and the consequence was that all the 
horrors of starvation stared them in the face. 

While driiting thus helpless at the mercy of 
the waves, they were seen by the ship City of 
Montreal, Capt. Mudgett, bound for Liverpool. 
One of the unfortunate crew had already died 
of exhaustion and hunger, but the surviving 
thirteen eagerly watched the approaching sail in 
the hope ol being rescued. 

A the ‘Captain of the City of Montreal 
cold not approach them near enough to render 
them any assistance. The tremendous gale that 
was prevailing at the time, and the territic seas 
that were roliing, made it impossible to reach 
the doomed ship and her starving crew. The 
City Montreal was obliged to abandos them 
is their fate, and filled away for her destination. 

he glaring eyes that followed her receding 
form, and the thirst-blistered tongues and lips 
that endeavored to give utterance to despairing 

et appealing cries for succor, made even the 

rrors of the dreadful storm appear less ap- 

palling than the mute despair that was pictured 
on every wasted countenance. 

The unfortunate vessel was again sighted on 
the 14th of December 5 the italian bark 
Madre e Figli in latitade ded 34 min., lenge 
tude 41 deg. 2 min., but no ass could 
rendered to her crew on account of the heavy 
sea, and they were again abandoned. 

After the departure of the Italian bark all 
hope of human succor seems to have abandoned 
tne miserable men on the wreck. Tue dreadful 
gnawing of hunger rendered them ‘ utterly sav- 
age. One by one the poor wretches died of 
sheer starvation, while their surviving mess- 
mates crouched watching for the last breath to 


<= 

o sooner did one die than the famishing sur- 
vivors cut bis throat and drank the stül warm 
but almost putrid blood. The wasting effects 
of hunger, thrist. and exposure reduced the 
frames of the miserable creatures to mere 
skeltons, and caused their blood to decompose 
almost in their veins. Let the livi tried to 
live by these dreadful draughts, and watched 
with eager eyes for a of a comrade’s ap 
proachi 8 in order to enjoy another hor- 
rible méal. 

Not content with draining the veins of the 
dead, the hungry survivors cut up the bodies 
and divided between them the hearts and brains. 
The other parts were found to be too offensive 
even for cannibals, and the odor from bod- 
ies could only be endured whi the ready knife 
ripped them open and cut from them the hearts, 
or while the ship’s hatchet broke m the skull in 
order that the brains might be extracted. 

Notwithstanding the horrors of their situation 
and the awful lengths to which they were forced 
to go to presefVe life, no violence was offered to 
— of the living. The cannibals from necessity 
did not murder their companions, but waited 
with patience until they died. 

For thirty-two days after the date of the first 
disaster this fearful tragedy was progressing in 
the mid-Atlantic, and the number of the crew of 
the Maria grew smaller and smaller, until only 
two remained out of fourteen. 

These were rescued on the 17th of December, 
1876, in latitude & deg. 23 min., and longitude 
2 deg. 30 min. by the schooner F. E. Macdon- 
ald, Capt. Kane, bound from Boston to the 
wést costof Africa. By mere accident Capt. 
Kane fell in with the wreck and took the two 
survivors on board his vessel. One of them, 
however, died in four hours after he was taken 
from the wreck. 

The solitary survivor of that awful vo is 
James M. Linden, seaman, of Belfas eland. 
He alone was left to tell the terrible story of his 
dead shipmates. 


Since che loss of the ship Margaret Tyson, 


which occurred in the Atlantle Ocean several 
get, ees — all but one man perish- 
ed, we have not had such a melancholy disaster 
to recora.

Mrs. Crawshay bas published a new edition of 
her essays on domestic service for gentlewomen. 
In it she earnestly recommends domestic ser- 
vice to ladies who, owing to the raising of the 
standard of education, are not able to fill the 
position of a nursery-governess. Mrs. Craw- 
shay bas already stated that high salaries are 
being offered for qualified cooks, and she now 
announces that to supply this demand cookery 
classes will be held in the Lecture-Hall of the 
Quebec Institute, 15 Lower Seymour street, 
Portman square, on Tuesday and Thursday 
moruings from 11 to 1. The public on payment 
are to be admitted to the hall to view thé work- 
ing of the classes, which have not yet, however, 
been commenced. The Quebec Institute is also 
the site of the offices opened by Mrs, Crawsbay. 
When they had been for eight months in ber 
occupation, it was found that 100 ladies had ob- 
tained situations by their means. Only 
six -had proved failures—three of them, 
it is sad to hear, from inebriety. The 
number in the last six months is 
vastly greater. Since F. C. 8s“ letter appeared 
in the Times of Jan. 19, giving her experience 
of an educated woman whom she had engaged 
as general servaut with the occasional assistance 
of a charwoman, no leas than a thousand letters 
have been received at the offices in Lower Sey- 
mour street; and at the present rate employ- 
ment could be found for forty or fifty ladies 
daily to take charge of nurseries. People have 
at last become desirous that those from whom 
their children imbibe their earliest associa- 
tious should be relined and gentle per- 
sons. When F. C.“ applied for a lady help 
to be her only servant, she received two dozen 
letters from ladies. Now the demand has out- 
run the supply, and there are more applications 
from employers than from those desirous to be 
employed. Mrs. Crawshay expressly disclaims 
being a party to any lady’s herself to 
do the hardest kind of work. When she first 
engaged a lady to be her maid, she began by 
varnishing her own boots, to show her young 
assistant that there was nothing inherently re- 

ulsive in the work, and she is unwilling 

hat ladies should, as a rule. be re- 
quired to varnish anv shoes but 
their own. Their own, however, it 
is desirable they should clean, in order to save 
the time and feelings of the under-servants. 


| She recommends that no lady-help should be re- 


quired to take her meals with ordinary servants, 
but leaves it entirely to the feeling of the em- 
ployer whether the lady-help should associate 
on terms of equality with the family she serves.

There was an animated contest in the Leg- 
islature on Friday over-the new bill regulat- 
ing the sale of liquor. The present law 
makes the offense of selling liquor without a 
license and the offense of selling liquor to mi- 
nors punishable by fine from $20 to $200 and 
imprisonment in the County Jail. The new 
bill changes this punishment by imposing the 
same fine, or imprisonment, or both, at the 
discretion of the Court. The difference be- 
tween the old and the proposed new law is, 
that under the former there is no room for 
the exercise of any apportionment of the 
punishment to the circumstances of the of- 
fense, but that punishment, fine, and im- 
prisonment must be inflicted in every case. 
The result of this arbitrary regulation is that 
that the law is practically a dead letter. It is 
not enforced. The penalties are dispropor- 
tioned to the offénse, and thelaw defeats its 
own execution. The new law leaves the maxi- 
mum penalty unchanged, but the Court is 
at liberty, upon all the facts and circum- 
stances, to impose a fine, or imprisonment, 
or both, as the character of the pro- 
ceedings shall determine. With strange 
perversity, the especial friends of temperance 
opposed the change. They prefer the 
law with the extreme penalties, though that 
law was never executed, to a law which gives 
the Court a discretion in the degree of pen- 
alty and which law can readily be 
enforced. The point sought by the bill, and 
the only one which could justify its enact- 
ment, is to punish those who violateit. So 
long as the penalties provided are so exces- 
sive that convictions cannot be had at all, 
the crimes practically enjoy an immunity, 
and the law is a dead letter. Nobody is 
punished at all, and the unlawful sale of 
liquor and its sale to minors goes on undis- 
turbed by the law. The new bill proposes 
to make the law effective by removing the 
only obstacle to its execution. The temper- 
ance men, however, refused to be practical, 
refused to t a law which can be exe- 
cuted for one which cannot be,—and voted 
against the bill. The bill passed the House 
by nearly a two-thirds vote, and, if it pass 
the Senate, then the prosecution of the ille- 
gal sale of liquors in this State can be carried 
on, sustained by general public opinion. 


“MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING.” 

The cackling of a goose may sometimes 

destroy as well as save. It once warned and 
rescued Rome, but it came near giving a 
false alarm in this country which might 

have defeated the inauguration of Mr. Hayzs 

as President, and threatened the nation with 

the disastrous suspense of a new election. 

The goose that cackled in this instance in- 

habits Columbus, O., where Mr. Hares is 

also resident pro tem. by virtue of his being 
Governor of the State. The Ohio State 
Journal is published in Columbus and edited 
by Gen. James M. Comuy,. an able gentle- 
man, a conservative Republican, and under- 
stood to be a fast friend, as he has been a 

persistent advocate, of Gov. Hares. The 

utterances of Gen. Comuiy’s newspaper have 
consequently been regarded as more nearly 

reflecting Gov. Harzs’ personal views 
than any other. The inference has 
never been warranted, it is true; but 
it has obtained all the same, as 
it generally does under a similar conjuncture 
of circumstances, that the Ohio State Jour- 
nal speaks by inspiration of the President- 
elect. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the comservative members of Congress from 
the South, who have been mainly instru- 
mental in defeating the Desperadoes of the 
Democratic party in their scheme for ob- 
structing the count of the Electoral vote, 
should have taken some alarm at an editorial 
in that journal calling upon President Grant 
to recognize Pacxarp as Governor of Louisi- 
ana, to sustain him with United States 
troops, and generally resort to the policy of 
Federal interference, which has become hate- 
ful to the people of the South. Of course, 
the Desperadoes made the most of this arti- 
cle, circulated it vigorously among the con- 
servative Southern men, and, as indicated in 
a double-leaded editorial of the Desperadoes’ 
organ (the Chicago Times), they thought 
that a fous pas had enabled them to secure 
the strength which they could not gain on 
their own merits. 

Proper investigation showed how ground- 
less the suspicion was that Gov. Harzs (who 
is believed to be in favor of the present Re- 
publican policy of pacification) was in any 
way responsible for this effort to direct the 
policy of the retiri e eee 
guide to his own approaching Administration. 
To begin with, Gov. Harzs had not even 
read the article until his attention had been 
directed to it by the excitement at Washing- 
ton.

Harrs, had been prostrated for a week 
on a sick bed, and that his physicians would 
not permit him to read his newspaper, much 
less write for it. Finally, the State Journal 
disclaims all communication with Gov. 
Har on the subject, and it is explained 
that the article in question was sent to the 
newspaper as a communication by some out- 
sider; and used editorially in the absence 
and illness af the editor. A hundred such 
articles might ordinarily have appeared in 
the Ohio State Journal without ever being

OFFICE-BEGGING. 

The office-bergars have begun their work. 
The legislative halls at Springfield are in- 
fested with the men with petitions asking 
signatures to appeals to President Hares 
for office. We notice even that a caucus 
has been called t decide who of all the Re- 
publicans of Illinois shall be selected by the 
President for a place in his Cabinet, and 
which place shall be assigned to the repre- 
sentative of this State. With the fatality of 
all such caucuses, the probability is that the 
caucus will select some one man for gome 
particular place, and will, according to 
precedent, declare that no other man in 
Illinois shall be selected for a place in the 
Cabinet, or for any other than the place 
designated. Gov. Hayes in all probability 
will select his Cabinet from public men with 
whose record and history he is acquainted, 
and who will not need petitions and resolu- 
tions to make him aware of their fitness and 
ability. It being understood that the Legis- 
lative caucus will have but one choice of office 
in the Cabinct, and but one person to fill that 
particular office, all the other aspirants aro 
compelled to seek minor places. Thus, pe- 
titions are in circulation recommending men 
for Collector of Customs, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, Marshal, and Postmaster, in 
Chicago, and also for subordinate places 
under these officers. The value of these pe- 
titions, or their want of value, was happily 
illustrated in 1869, when a memorial was ad- 
dressed to President Grayr asking that the 
gentleman who was then Speaker of the 
House in the Gemeral Assembly be ar- 
rested, and for his various crimes, 
all enumerated, he be forever bau- 
ished the United States and denied the 
privilege of claiming to be an American citi- 
zen. This petition was signed by all the 
members of the General Assembly, and con- 
spicuously and officially by the gentleman 
whose banishment was asked. These office- 
begging papers are evidence more than any- 
thing else of the utter pauperism of the sup- 
plicants. They are generally signed without 
objection, for the same reason that a man 
gives a dime to and hurries away from the 
mendicant who offers*to make profert of his 
putridity. Still, the disgraceful business is 
going on at Springfield, and be fore the Leg- 
islature adjourns they will have recommend- 
ed tothe new President not only enough 
persons to fill all the Federal offices in this 
State, but also to supply a complete new 
force to fill the diplomatic corps. 

It would be well for th&e office- beggars to 
read over what Gov. Harzs said on this sub- 
ject of appointments and removals from 
office, in his letter of acceptance, and also 
that part of the Republican platform 
adopted at Cincinnati on the same subject. 
Both of these documents are instructive 
reading just at this time, when a President 
is about to be inaugurated who declared that 
he would not accept a second term, so that 
he might be independent and freein his pur- 
pose to reform the civil service, especially in 
the matter of removals and appointments. 
Petitions for office, even for Cabinet offices, 
are not likely to have much weight with a 
President who does not propose to make 
changes for change sake, nor to overlook the 
points of capacity and integrity on the part 
of the persons to be appointed.

SIGNS OF EXTRAVAGANCE. 

We hope the present Common Council, 
which has been regarded thus far as a fair 
representative body, and inclined to protect 
the taxpayers against the extortion of office- 
holders and contractors, will not disappoint 
a sorely-pressed constituency that have 
rested their faith in its economical disposi- 
tion. The consideration of the appropria- 
tions in the Committee of the Whole, though 
not final, is generally an indication of what 
will be done at the last, and it is the critical 
time of the year in Aldermanic deliberations. 
The progress in the estimates up to the time 
they were reported by the Comptroller was 
in the right direction,—that is, backwards, — 
and the signs in the Council of changing 
will excite considerable dismay 
among taxpayers. The increase agreed 
upon, to furnish a couple of more 
engine-houses, and involving an out- 
lay of $20,000, at a time when the 
records of the Fire Department show Chica- 
go to be about the best- protected city in the 
Union, and when property-owners can 
scarcely raise money to pay taxes as they 
are, was bad enough in itself, but it is posi- 
tively serious if it forecasts any general dis- 
position to enlarge the remaining items for 
current expenditure. 

The sewers are the most threatening 
vehicle of Aldermanic extravagance. A 
sewer, besides serving as a conduit for refuse 
stuff of ali kinds, is an underground avenue 
to local popularity in the wards which are 
particularily favored. It offers a constant 
temptation, therefore, to Aldermanic liberal- 
ity with the people’s money. The appropri- 
ation for sewers resembles closely the River 
and Harbor bill in the national appropriations, 
inasmuch as it opens up opportunities for 
illimitable trading. Alderman A will agree to 
vote an appropriation large enough to cover 
the sewerage demands of Alderman B's 
ward, if Alderman B will do as much for 
Alderman A’s ward, andso on tothe end of 
the chapter. Thisis the danger, and it is 
imminent when the Aldermen begin to 
hesitate, and not past till the appropriations 
are definitely made. 

The estimate of $200,000 to expend on 
sewers during the present year is fully as 
high as the financial status of the municipal- 
ity and the capacity of the taxpayers war- 
rant. It is a mere pretense to maintain that 
it was not intended to include the $79,262 
for the construction of sewers already under 
contract. Of course, it was intended to cover 
all sewers to be constructed during the year, 
whether now under contract or not, and the 
pretense that it was not so is merely de- 
signed to enable certain Aldermen to lobby 
for werk to the amount of $280,000, instead 
of only $200,000. The city is already well 
provided with sewers, and can get along 
comfortably these hard times with only such 
additions as the public health demands ; the 
sum of $200,000 is ample to cover all the 
necessities of the case. To expend any ad- 
ditional amount, whether to gratify the local 
demands of some of the wards in which Al- 
dermen are looking for re-election, or to fur- 
nish contracts for the friends of some of the 
Aldermen, will be properly resented by the 
peoy.e who have to pay the bills. The fact 
must be constantly kept in mind that the city 


has only just entered upon the duty of clear- | 


ing up the floating debt, and that in times 
like these the struggle of taxpayers to sup- 
port their families and meet their private 
obligations is so great that they cannot en- 
dure any extra or needless demands for public 
expenditure. 
AN INSIDE VIEW OF A TURKISH COUNCIL. 
The Augsburg Allgemeine-Zeitung of Jan. 
31 reports the discussions of the Turkish 
Council which preceded the rejection of the 
Conference proposals. As they are of ex- 
traordinary interest, in view of the gravity of 
the situation as between Turkey and Rus- 
sia, and no previous report has been made 
in the dispatches of these discussions, a 
summary of them will be of interest as show- 
ing the temper of the Turkish mind, and 
also as giving an insight into Turkish affairs. 
At the first meeting of the Council, Svvar 
Pasua took the bull boldly by the horns 
“If we accept these 
posals the Ottoman Empire is sure to periah; 
whereas, if we reject them, and war should 
ensue, the worst that can befall us is to 
lose a portion of the Ottoman Empire.” The 
Grand Vizier declared that if the proposals

The Grand Viziers wet blanket, how- 
ever, did not dampen the enthu- 
siasm of the Council. The Government 
Commissary of Exchange exclaimed : Forty 
million Ottomans prefer war to the sullying 
of their honor. Command, and we shall 
obey. The ghosts of our departed martyrs 
are invisibly present at this debate, and ex- 
hort us to be up and doing. It needs no 
speechifying. Reject! Reject!” Rar 
Bry, a prominent member, enthusiastically 
declared: War is a fever from which we 
may recover; the Conference programme is 
a pulmonary disease which would inevitably 
send us to the grave. What we have to do 
is to put on woolen cloaks, light red candles, 
and defy adversaries.” The Grand Vizier 
thereupon tought to quiet the general ex- 
citement and have the Council discuss the 
matter coolly, notifying them that public 
opinion was against them in all Europe, and 
that public opinion was stronger than any 
other power. Arn Bey immediately rose 
and shot off the following rocket: ‘* We are 
proud to think that, in consequence of 
our answer, six Ainbassadors will leave Con- 
stantinople simultaneously. It redounds 
to the glory of the Ottoman race that we are 
going to give the whole lot of them the same 
reply.” There was no withstanding this ar- 
gument, and the Council passed the motion 
to reject the Conference proposals,—Turks, 
Greeks, Armenians, Roman Catholics, and 
Protestants all consenting, with a whoop and 
a hurrah which were irresistible. The pro- 
ceedings of the Council clearly reflect the 
fatalism, courage, and fighting qualities of 
the Turks, and show that they looked upon 
the acceptance of the proposals as tarta- 
mount to the destruction of the State.

rather fiercely assailed in the matter of re- 
fusing to open their building for Henry 
Warp Bren either for a lecture or for a 
sermon. Some of the papers have charged 
them with flagrant Phariseeism; one editor 
even accusing the Chairman of saying to Mr.

In a merely financial and business point of 
view, those having control of a public hall 
avowedly offered to all desiring an audi- 
ence-room, on the payment of the required 
rent, need not concern themselves with the 
disputed questions respecting the opinions 
and conduct of one who seeks its use. By 
renting it to him, they do not indorse his 
doctrines, or his character, any more than 
does the hotel-keeper who furnishes him 
apartment and meals at the usual per diem. 
If the Tabernacle had been erected for such 
a purpose, or, if for a reason satisfactory to 
those interested, it were pow held open for 
such use as a place to be had for 
hire for any moral public entertain- 
ment, there could have been no ground for 
refusing it to Mr. Buren, any more than 
for refusing the McCormick Hall, where he 
actually lectured. It is not the part of the 
proprietors of public halls to sit in judg- 
ment upon the mooted questions of the day. 
But the Moody Tabernacle was erected for a 
specific purpose, and, it is said, with an ex- 
plicit agreement that it should be used only 
for the revival meetings, and for exercises 
under the auspices of the Young Men's 
Christian Association. If that be so, the 
Committee in charge must be the sole judges 
of the compatibility or incompatibility of 
any proposed exercises with the understand- 
ing under which they act; and they had a 
right to rule out Mr. Bezcuenr’s lecture. 

If, now, one ask whether the matter stands 
in a different light by reason of the proposal 
that Mr. Brzcuer should be allowed to preach 
in the Tabernacle, a view of the case as it 
would naturally present itself to the Pom-· 
mittee does not relieve the matter of diffi- 
culty, even on the supposition that, person- 
ally and privately, each member of it was 
persuaded of Mr. Brxcuen’s purity.

The Interminable Case of the 
Town Collector 
Heard From. 


The Motion to Dissolve the 
Once More Before the Court. 


Arguments of Counsel on Both Sides--- 
A Decision to Be Given To- 
Morrow. 


The attention of Judge Farwell was occupied 
again yesterday by the case ot The People vs. 
Evans, the matter coming up on a renewal of 
the motion to dissolve the injunction restraip- 
ing the County Clerk from turning over the 
Collector's books and warrant to him. Although 
the arguments were purely legal, the small 
court-room was comfortably filled during both 
sessions with people, who seemed to take an in- 
terest in what was sald. As an introduction, 

MR. FULLER 

read an affidavit of Evans setting forth that 
depositions of seven of the twenty sureties 
upon his bond were taken, and the evidence 
showed them to be responsible to the amount 
far beyond anything he supposed the Supervisor 
could reasonably require. Counsel advised him 
that there was no necessity to take further evi- 
dence until it could be ascertained from the 
Supervisor what amount he believed would 
cover all damages which might occur by any 
breach or breaches of the bond. Upon learning 
of the Supervisor’s return, he addressed him a 
note asking what damages he (Lincoln) believed 
might occur by reason of any breach. The 
Supervisor replied that „ in his opinion the 
statute contemplated that the whole tax levied 
might pass through the bands of the Town 
Collector, and he thought, therefore, that the 
very lowest standard which ought to guide any 
officer whose duty it was to approve the Col- 
lector’s bond was, in the absence of statute fix- 
ing a lower standard, the amount of taxes which 
would possibly come into such Collector's hands. 
Affiant further said that it was out of all human 
probability that, if he obtained the books and 
warrant to-day, he could collect more than 
$200,000, and he doubted whether that sum: 
and that there would not be in his hands at any 
ove time over $50,000. Ten days’ notice through 
the mail bad been the practice of Town Col- 
lectors, but affiant was advised it was 
not required by law. But to call on 
taxpayers required preparation of lists, which 
would take about five days; so that if he got 
the books and warrant to-day he would have 
only about eight days to collect in. Counsel 
for complainant had the evidence as to the 
sureties for two or three days, and affiant sup- 
posed he had shown it to the Supervisor. 

Mr. Fuller said he was not altogether clear 
what the letter of the Supervisor meant, but 
thought it meant that the bond must be for 
$7,000,000. The amount of damages, therefore 
would be the whole amount of taxes. Even if 
if it meant $3,500,000, it would be unreasonable, 
in view of the facts. And counsel thought it 
time to bring the matter before the court and 
ask for the dissolution of the injunction. The 
thing had gone far enough, and they had not. 
been met in the proper spirit. f 

un. HERRICK 
remarked that he had seen the Supervisor Fri- 
day, and conveyed to him the Court’s sugges- 
tions in reference to the case, and he 
expressed an entire willingness to cousider 
any and all evidence that the Collector 
might present to him; but be stated that it was 
his conclusion, in contemplation of law, that 
the whole amount of the tax might pass through 
the Town Collector’s hands (as every tax-payer 
was delinquent if he failed to pay the tax to the 
Town Collector), and that he was not authorized 
under the law to enter into conjectures as to the 
possibilities or probabilities from the work ac- 
complished by this or that Coilector. He (Her- 
rick) proposed to file, when the motion to dis- 
solve came up, an affidavit of the Supervisor 
that these were his conscientious convictions as 
As tg the evidence regarding the 
ties, it had been in his hands simply as 
counsel, with the expectation that, when Mr. 
Lincoln returned from Springfield, it would be 
submitted to him if be desired to consider it. 
And he was perfectly willing to consider 
it if counsel would that was all the 
evidence.

Seven 
of them had been examined. He wasin court 
with Mr. Goudy three or four days ago, and the 
question was then raised asto whether com- 
plainant should have an opportunity to reply to 
the depositions and show that the representa- 
tions as to values were in some instances gross 
exaggerations—that some of the sureties were 
not worth one-half or one-third what they 
claimed to be. It was then agreed that the ques- 
tion was to remain until the evidence hed boon 
submitted to the Supervisor, and, if he was not 
satisfied, and the motion was to be rerewed, 
thet one of the questions which would come up 
was whether the sureties were sufficient—wheth- 
er the bond was unquestionably good. He did 
not know what papers counsel desired 
to present upon the question or desired 
to have considered as filed. He wanted the 
papers in the shape of evidence, so that be could 
answer. He was entitled to an opportunity to 
do so, and that was all he desired. 
MR. SWETI 
remarked that they simply wanted a reasonable 
time—till Monday or Tuesday.

bond. Upon a bearing of the case, the Court 
decided that it could not control the exercise of 
a discretion which the law. vested in the Su- 
pervisor, and refused to grant the writ of man- 
damus. In refusing the mandamus, which was 
the only question at e, the Court, asa dic- 
tum, intimated that it would look at the 
standerd in reference to which the Supervisor 
exercised his discretion, and fix it correctly if 
he had fixed it erroneously, intimating that a 
bond which should be good for $7,W00,000, or 
double the amount of the taxes to be col- 
lected, should not be required. The Court, in 
deciding what bond should be required, used 
the following language: “The Supervisor 
should approve a bond which is such as a rea- 
sonably prudent man would say is ample to 
secure the pubiic against any loss which could 
be likely to arise from anv malfeasance or non- 
feasance in the office of Collector.“ After this 
decision, the Collector took the bond which 
HAD BEEN PREVIOUSLY REJECBED, 

and procured the signing of other. uames to it, 
and, with the security thus increased, again pre- 
sented it to tne Supervisor for approval. ao 
termining, under the decision of the rt, 
what a reasonably prudent man” shouid re- 
quire, he decided that the presumption of law 
was that the taxes assessed would pass through 
the Collector’s hands, and that the law contem- 
＋ that the taxpayers would discharge their 

uty and pay the taxes when due; therefore, 
that he must have such a bond as would at least 
secure the public for thetaxcslevied. The bond 
was not only for the paying over of moncys col- 
lected, but was for the faithful performance of 
the duties of Coll r.

e law provided a mode in which 
such taxes ehould be collected. The 
bond, therefore, was for the return of 
the delinquent list and the books so as to en- 
able the county to collect all the taxes assessed ; 
and there was no mode in which the taxes not 
d to the Collector could be collected, exeept 

y means of the books thus returned and the 
delinquent list. Suppose, said Mr. Swett, the 
Collector destroyed, or, for any reason, failed 
to return the books or failed to make out the 
delinquent list, the community would then sus- 
tain the loss of the taxes assessed and not thus 
returned. Therefore, the whole amount of 
taxes assessed come within the power of the 
Collector. Hence, the Supervisor determined 
that the amount which should be secured by the 
bond must at least be the amount of the taxes 
assessed. Such a bond the Collector declared 
he was unable to give; and the question arose 
whether the Court, upon external evidence,. 
would determine that a less amount than 
the taxes assessed would probably be collected, 
and take security for such iess sum. Suppose 
the Supervisor determined that baif tbe taxes 
assessed might be collected, apd thus require a 
bond to secure the public in half the amount of 
taxes, the Court might still say that the Super- 
visor was wrong in supposing so much of the 
taxes would be collected. and require him

CHEAP — IN THE LIGHT OF SOCIAL SCIENCE: 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CnicaGo, Feb. 24.— The oo" of 
homes for the masses, which I briefly presen 
in last Sunday’s Trisunz, has many other as- 
pects than those there presented. It takes rank 
among the most important social problems of 
the day. Inall our large cities it is compara- 
tively casy to determine the relative moral 
character of the population by knowing what 
these homes are, or the places in whic they

live. As a rule, the large tenement-house 


ilies, and rendering impossible any observance 
of the decencies of life—manufacture the dregs 
of society, and furnish the natural homes of 
the dangerous classes. As we ascend from 
these surroundings we find the moral and social 
improvement keeps pace with the comfort and 
decency of their homes. 
The question, 

“HOW THE MASSES SHALL BE HOUSED!” 
has occupied a prominent place in the discus- 
sions of the students of Social Science durin 
the last three or four years. At the session o 
the Social Science Congress held in Detroit in 
the summer of 1875, a lengthy discussion was 
had upon this subject, in the course of which 
Mr. Begg, of Edinburg, Scotland, presented a 
paper advocating a system of the sale of cheap 
houses on easy terms of payment. 
He said: “One thing has been cicar- 
ly estabdlished—that it is almost 
as easy to become a landlord 
as to remain a tenant,because the purchaser can 
turn a large portion of what would have been 
aid in rent into capital, so that by and vy the 
ouse bevomes his own.”’ The operations and 
plans of the Building and Loan Association““ 
were also presented, showing that with their aid 
some 10,000 families had secured homes in Phil- 
adelphia alone. At this session it was voted 
“that the Secretary be directed to ask persons 
who may haye paid attention to this 
subject, and whose opinions will carry 
weight, togivetheir judgment as to the different 
methods of housing the masses of the pore 
with especial reference to the question whether 
asystem of the building and owning of small, 
separate, comfortable houses for and by the 
people generally, bas any advantages over 
THE TENEMENT-HOUSE SYSTEM, 
and which is most favorable to the future 
happiness and thrift of the _ fathers, 
mothers, and children, and also to 
their feelin of independence and 
self-respect. I have not the report of thedoings 
of the last session of the Congress, which was 
held in Saratoga in the summer of 1876, but, so 
far as I know, those who answered the above 
questions were very emphatic in their judgment 
that no system of housing the people could 
compare favorably with that of separate homes 
at such prices and terms of payment that every 
industri family could purchase and pay 
for one. Among the points made 
were these: that it encouraged thrilt by tur- 
uishing a d object and motive to industry 
and rragality in which both parents and chil- 
dren an equal interest, to-wit; the paying 
fur the home; that 
IT ENCOURAGED MORALITY 
by enabling the family to live separate and 
apart from other families, and thus escaping 
the contaminations and annoyances incident to 
the joint oecupancy of a house by two or more 
families; that it afforded opportunity for the 
developmént and growth of home sentiment, 
dificult, if not impossibie, in rented houses, 
but easy in & purchased home, and finally that 
the purchase and paying for a home often lays 
the foundation for future permanent = 
By the time the home is paid for the habit of 
saving and accumulation will have ‘become so 
fixed as to remain through liie. There are two 
obstacles in the way of the extension of this 
system in Chicago. The first is the reluctance 
of capitalists to use their money i this class 
of buildings—as too much Of a retail business. 
And the other is the upwillingness of property- 
owners to put a reasonable price upon their 
roperty. They cannot realize that outside 
ands from five to ten miles from the city and 
bought at fancy prices before the panic have 
largely depreciated, and cannot be sold so as to 
pay A profit upon the investment. N 

here has been a great deal of sin committed 
in dividing lands from five to twenty 
miles from the city into twenty-five-foot lots, 
which God meant should have been kept in 
acres, and there is no valid excuse for so doing. 
A twenty-five-foot lot for 
A SUBURBAN HOME 
is simply a swindle, lacking nearly all the es- 
sential elements of a suburban home. It is all 
right in the city, where land is high, but the 
man who goes to the suburbs should have a lot 
large enough so that the water from his eaves 
will not fail on his neighbor’s tand.

They are losing overcoats on Change at whole- 
sale, all because some members are indiscreet 
enough to introduce thieves as visitors, without 
taking the trouble to ascertain their true character. 
No one should introduce another on Change unless 
he can vouch for him. 

We are informed that there are probably as many 
as 100,000 pkgs of pork and lard in this city on 
which no certificates have ever been issued, and that 
there certainly has been no overissue of receipts. 
We have not charged anything of the kind. We 
have stated it to be desirable that there should be a 
registration of pork and lard receipts for the 
protection of the trade. No one would sup- 
possible that the leading packers 
of this city could be guilty of overissuing 
receipts, and we nave no reason to suspect that 
any others would do so. But it ie no imputation on 
the honesty of an honest man to ask that his deal- 
ings with the public be surrounded by proper safe- 
guards. We well rehember how, a few years ago, 
certain grain warehousemen of this city thought it 
was a reflection upon ‘hem to suggest that frauds 
were possible in that busines; but, when these 
men lost aeveral hundred thousand dollars through 
the falee bottoms in Mann & Scott's grain bins, 
they were just as anxious as any one could be that 
acheck be placed on the fraudulent issue of re- 
ceipts. It may de well to prevent the possibility of 
a similar experience in provisions, 

The leading produce markets were generally dull 
Saturday, with less change in prices, the feeling 
being steady in most departments outside of 
provisions, which were weak. The trading was 
chiefly for future delivery, cash lots being decidedly 
slow, and the business seemed to be mostly local. 
The receipts of produce were fair. 

The was only moderate activity in the dry-goods 
Buyers were in light attendance, the 
movement being chiefly in execution of orders re- 
cei@d through the mails. Prices were frm and 
steady. Groceries were ordered with some free- 
dom by the interior trade, but the general market 
was far from being active.

Like Peter Johnson, 
at Rochester last aummer, he obeyed. When 
St. Julien reached tbe first turn, he 
made a bad break, and was soon a distance out. 
Then be settled, and began to show his speed, 
trotting the last half-mile in 1:05, and winning 
the heat in 2:22, whichis his present record. 
He was afterwards purchased by Hickok ior 
$20,000, and taken to Caliioruia in the winter of 
1875~"6.

Should he be right, 
when he strikes the circuit next summer, it will 
take a slick one to beat him, although he will 
be in the 2:21 class, with such flyers as Little 
Fred, Gen. Gravt, Kansas Chief.

In the article relating to clubs, the Association 
did a graceful and clever thing x ge har a 
clause which prevents any club in Associa- 
tion from playing or attempting to play any 
player expelled from another club “in this or 
any other Associatian,”’ Goan Meeting that 
the Association would not or play any 
player expelled from the e. The gentie- 
man who drew the clause explained its meaning 
in that way, and it was a credit to the Conven- 
tion that it was adopted without dissent. 

The annual dues were fixed at $10 per club. 

One great evil from which the non- 0 
professionals have suffered has been tue too 
common practice of players signing more than 
one contract. To avoid that in future, a clause 
was added to the section on contracts providing 
that if any player sign two contracts covering 4 
the same space of time he shall be expelle 
forthwith. In the same article it was provided 
that the Secretary of the Association süall noti- 
fy the Secretary of the League of all contracts 
made between Association clubs and players, 
the intention being of course to saecept the 
‘League’s proffer of amity in shape of a resolu- 
tion not to meddle with-players under contract 
with outside clubs. After an honorable release 
from contract a player may o and play 
at once without waiting twenty days, as in the 
League. 

The article on championship as adopted pro- 
vides that any club belonging to the Association 
may enter, but is not oblig@d to, for the pen- 
nant. The special fee for entrance is 615 above 
the $10 for admittance into the *Association. 
The championship ęmblem must cost not more 
than $50,and the championship season continues 
from April 15 to Oct. 15, four games all around 
being required. A committee, appointed * * 
cially for the purpose, prepared and preseuted a 
supplementary section to the championship 
code, but only a part of it was adopted. That 
part was to the effect that each visiting club 
should take $75, or 50 per cent of the gross re- 
eeipts, whichever should prove to be the largest 
sum; also that in all cham pionship 22 the 
admission fee should be 25 cents. The cham- 
plonship was very sensibly made only of the As- 
sociation, and no attempt was made to assert 
that the winner of the flag should be cham- 
pions of America,“ as had been proposed, Per 
contra, an unwise thing was done in allowing 
that 
part of the League section which prohibited 
them. This concession to a barbarous practice 
which has never obtained any foothold, except 
in St. Louis, was a great mistake. 

The playing rules were adopted as they are 
printed in the League book except in the matter 
of scoring, where the section which demands a 
record of bases was stricken out. The ball 
adopted was of the make of L. H. Mahn of 
Boston, and identical with the one edonted by 
the Legrue.

It was a pleasant tribute to the acknowledged 
ability of Mr. Young, the League Secretary,

The remaining business done by the Conven- 
tion was not very extensive, and consisted in

to joining it. The lastitem was the cause of 
considerable talk but no particular action. The 
matter was finally settled by instructing the 
Secretary to write to Mr. Spalding, expreesing 
as the decision of the Convention that the clubs 
composing it would join the Alliance, provided 
Art. 8 were expunged. This article is the 
one which provides that disputes shall be set- 
tled by reference to the League Board of Direct- 
tors. It was suggested thatthe League Board 
might be used as an appellate court, but finally 
the matter dropped without other action than 
that noted above. 

After fixing upon the Sherman House, Chica- 
go, as the next place of meeting, the Conven- 
tion adjourned. 

The account of the doings of the Convention 
would be incomplete without adding some men- 
tion of what it did not do. In some respects 
the things which it refrained from dving are far 
more important than those which it did. In 
this connection it is necessary to refer to the 
circular-call first issued for the Convention, 
which contained the following paragraph: 

In forming our Association it strikes me that two 
of the most essential points to be carried out are

Of course these two things were the out- 
growths of deadly spite against the League. aud, 
though a majority of the clubs in the country 
only laughed at the idea of cht gp to play 
League clubs, yet the ideas abové given were 


and met with some support. The Committee 
on a special championship section incorporated 
in it a provision that no club belonging to the 
Association should charge more than 2 cents 
admission to its games, and reported the same 
unanimously. It met with a strong fight, how: 
ever, the Buckéye and Fairbanks delegates ut- 
terly refusing to be bound by it, and some of the 
others objecting. The Pa system was so 
strong, however, that e scheme was 
onl beaten by one or two votes, 
and then only half beaten, or, rather, 
beaten ina way that hart the Association con- 
siderably. Its effect was removed by the adop- 
tion of an amendment restricting the 25-cent 
clause to es played for the championship of 
the Association, leaving members free to charge 
wuat they please for games with League clubs. 

Another point advocated by some of the Com- 
mittee, growing out of this matter, was 
that the guarantee offered to League clubs was 
never to exceed that given by one Association 
club toanother. It was also gravely proposed 
that no guarantees at all@e given League ciubs 
under any circumstances, but neither of these 
ideas was seriously entertained by more than 
three of the Convention. 

The second of the original ideas of the pro- 
jectors—that of playing no games with League 
clubs—was suggested by only two delegates, 
and met with so much opposition that it never 
came to a vote. 

The third idea, which was opposed to League 
principles, and to good policy as well, was the 
one which has so persistently been advocated by 
the Clipper for more than a year—that contracts 
should not be made during a player’s term of 
service. The matter was reported in that way 
by the Committee, but was not favored by the 
Convention, Mr. Clark making an excellent and 
telling speech with good effect. Finally, the 
amendment was lost, and the League section 
allowing contracts to be made at any time 
adopted in its place. 

Still another thing which was neglected, and 
which may possibly nave a bad effect, was the 
failure of the delegates to bind themselves or 
their clubs as they should have done. No 
agreement of any kind was signed by anybody, 
and the Association actually presents the anom- 
aly of an organization with constitution, play- 
ing. rules, officers, and all the paraphernalia, 
but witbout a single club belonging toit. A 

reliminary agreement referring to what had 
n done should haye been s by all the 
delegates empowered to do so, but, curiously 
enough, nobody thought of it, and the Con 
vention went home without referring tothe sub- 
ject at ali. It is not creditable to the dele- 
ates that this is so. As the matter now stands, 
is not in the power of anybody to say 
the Association til 
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y certain that no player guilty of 
this offense will hereafter be able to find em- 

loyment, since clubs are“ not only prohibited 

rom employing such a defaulter, but also from 

playing against any club nting such an in- 
dividual in its nine.

Ever 
since the announcement of his ehe to 
play with the St. Louis Club in the present 
year, conflicting rumors his contract 
_ his intentions have been circulating through 
the press. 

Tue Tamunz, having a friendly interest in 
the Star Club of Syracuse, has published the 
views of the adherents of that club, who claim 
that Dorgan should stay in Syracuse, and, in 
order that its readers may understand the mat- 
ter fully, herewith presents an account of the 
transactions between the St. Louis Ciub and 
Dorgan, which it has suceeeded in obtainiv 
from sources in St. Louis that can be reli 


upon: 

Nov. 20, 1876, an officer of the St. Louis Club 
wrote to Dorgan, asking if he was at liberty to 
sign a contract with that club for 1877, to which 
he replied affirmatively, and stated that he 
would enter the service of that club on cer- 
tain terms, which he specified. 
negotiations, in which Dorgan mi 
desire to join the St. Louis Club, he signed a 
contract Dec. 19, 1876, that was in the exact 
form of the contract between the St. Louis Clab 
and Clapp, and the contract was signed by Dor- 
gan in the presence of Clapp. This contract 
was transmitted to theSt. Louis Club by Clapp, 
and on the date of its receipt (Dec. 28) a remit- 
tance of an advance under the contract was 
malled to Dorgan, together with a form of no- 
tice of the contract, to be signed by Dorgan for 
transmission to the — | of the League. 

Jan. 1 tel 7 an officer of the 
St. Louis Club as follows: “I wish you would 
send me on some money at once, as I need it 
bad, and oblige yours, M. C. Doreayn.”’ 

Having already sent the money the same of- 
ficer Jan. 2 telegraphed Dorgan, asking if he 
had received the money and papers to which 
— replied Jan. 8, Have received them all 
r * 

av. 9, one week after its receipt, Do re- 
turned the notice unsigned, and a draft for the 
same amount as be had received from the St. 
Louis Club. In his letter of transmittal D 
refused tosign the notice, and asked for 
release. : 

The letter, although signed M. C. Dorgah,” 
being evidently written by the same person 
whoafew days previously had written to St. 
Louis as an officer of the Star Club, the St. 
management sent Clapp to 8 se to see 
Dorgan, telegraphing Clapp, who was still at 
his bome in Ithaca, N. * the following 
instructions: “We 1 nat release 
Dorgan under any circumstances. He 
must comply with contract or suffer consequen- 
ces.’ 

Clapp saw Dorgan, and the latter signed the 
notice, which was subsequently transmitted to 
the Secretary of the League. 

The St. Louis Club has since received notice 
that Dorgan will not go to St. Louis, and that 
he will play in the Syracuse nine. 

This case requires but little comment. Had 
Dorgan been under contract with the Stars for 
the season of 1877 when he signed, on Dec. 19, 
the contract to play with St. Louis for that 

be would undoubtedly be a “ revolver” 
rom the Syracuse Club, but the officers of 
the expressly admit and 
certify that he was not under contract 
with the Stars at that time, hence he 
was fully eligible to contract with the St. Louls 
Club. is omission to sign the notice (which 
was not at the time 8 for his signature) 
could not, in the slightest degree, impair the 
validity of the contract, or affect its binding 
obligation upon either the St. Louis Club or 
himself. The provision of the League Consti- 
tution regarding notices of contracts that was 
in force when the Dorgan contract was made, is 
as follows: It shall be the duty of a club, as 
soon as it shall have entered into a contract 
with a player, le a notification of the same, 
signed by the Club and the player, with the 
Secretary of the League, who shall indorse 
thereon the date of its reception, and forthwith 
notify every other League club of such con- 
tract. 

This provision had no effect whatever upon 
coutracts, but simply provided a method of 
advising L e Clubs of their having been 
made. * this case the St. Louis club not 
send the notice to the Secretary us soon as” 
the contract with Dorgan was made, for the 
reason that its agent had omitted to obtain such 
a paper, and the sole reason why Dorgan did 
not sign such notice at the same time that he 
signed the contract is that Clapp neglected to 
ask him to do so. 80 far as the contract itself 
is concerned, the notice to the League Secretary, 
like the attestation by a witness, forms no part 
of the contract, but is merely evidence its 
execution. 

Were any such evidence lacking in December, 
it was fully supplied in January, by Dorgan’s 
telegrams asking for a part of the consideration 
money, and acknowldging its — 

The evidence of the contract, and of Dorgan’s 
eligibility to make it, is wre conclusive, 
witbout the notice which he su uently 
signed, and should he fail to comply with its 
terms wheu the season opens he will undoubt- 
edly suffer the penalty, and any club that may 
undertake to present bim in its nine will be 
‘shut out from the base-ball arena.

THE OUTER WORLD. 
MR. IRVING’s “‘ RICHARD 111.” 

The revival of Shakspeare's Richard III.,“ 
as distinguished from Colley Cibber’s, has been 
the chief theatrical event of the season in Lon- 
don. Mr. Smalley writes to the New York 
Tribuue: There were not two opinions about 
the performance. From beginning to end the 
perception grew clearer that Shakspeare’s 
knowledge of stage business was not less than 
Cibber’s, but greater. ‘Richard III.“ in its 
genuine form, with some omissions necessary to 
shorten it, and some transpositions of a less 
excusable kind, was found to be an ‘acting’ 
play in every sense of the word. Ir. 
Irving’s Richard showed him once more in a 
better light, inspired by the same feeling that 
made parts of his Hamlet so much finer than 
any Hamlet that had of late years been seen in 
London.” Mr. Conway, on the other hand, sends 
the following striking criticism to the Cincinnati 
Commercial 

Mr. Irring's talent no one doubts, but his con- 
ventional ambition to be the great new interpreter 
of Sha are can hardly fail to end in disappoint- 
megt. He is quite unable to conquer the vices of 
manner which he acquired in the long popular suc- 
cess of The Bells,” for he is unconscious of 
them. Whether it be Hamlet, Macbeth, or 2 
ard III., they are all conscence-stricken inn-keep- 
ers dying of nightmare. But his failure will not 
result from this cause alone; it will result from 
the fact that the age for which Shakespeare wrote 
no longer existe. The people, as Charles Mathews 
says.goto the theatre to be rid of their miseries, 
and the gloomy figures of Shakspeare’s weird im- 
agination afford no such relief. Some may think 
the fact scandalous, but fact it is. he tragedies 
of Shakespeare increase in literary and antiquarian 
interest every day, but they no! r respond to 
the requirements of the playgoer. r. Irving is a 
man of many attractive social and intellectual 
qualities; he has many friends, and they will, per- 
haps, be able to give his Richard III.“ a fair 
run. But if ever he carries that or his other 
Shakspearean impersonations outside of bis influ- 
ential circle, an unhappy disappointment is likeiy 
to awaken him to the trath of which his friends 
seem not dispused to inform him. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says Richard is of all 
the Shakspearean characters the best suited to 
the genius of Mr. Irving, because it is the most 
melodramatic. The same authority praises 
highly his oo scenes, except the famous 
first speech, which it pronounces conventional 
and stagey. The Spectator says: On the whole, 
Mr. Irving’s is a rags oy full of fine and 
flery qualities, which it is to be hoped will not 
encounter the risk of being ruined by the sense- 
less custom of long runs. No actor can nicht 
after night plav such a fa part as HA 
III. without injury to himself and his art. 
When Kean was announced fora third represent- 
ation of the part, even after the rest of a Sun- 
day night, cries of ‘No! no!’ from every 
of the house testified the sense entertained by 
the audience of the impropriety of requiring the 
repetition (so soon) of this extrao effort.”’ 
—The London Times says: “In this play Mr. 
Irving surpasses all his former representations 
of the characters of Shakespeare. There is no 
one passage in his Richard as good, perhaps, as 
one or two which we can remember in 
the earlier days of his Hamlet, but asa 
whole the performance is, we think, a better one 
and, beyond all comparison, superior to his 
Macbeth or nis Othello. The unfortunate and 
unpleasant, because wholly unnatural, tricks of 
speech and action in which Mr. Irving bas fallen 
arein many scenes agreeably conspicuous by 
their absence, and even where they prevail they 
are, as will be readily conceived, less painfully 
prominent than in such characters as Hamlet. 
Uthello, or Macbeth.”

THE DRUMMERS. 
SERMON BY DR. TALMAGE. 
New York Word, Feb. 19. 

In preaching to the commercial travelers yes- 
terday, Mr. Talmage took his text from 
Nahum, fi., 4: The chariots shall rage in the 
streets; they shall justle one against another in 
the broad ways; they shall like torches ; 
they shall run like the lightnings. He said that 
the past centuries had forgotten more than the 
present cenfury knows; that the people must 
have known in the days of Nineveh the uses 
and the appliances of steam; and that he heard 
in the text the rush of the locomotive, the 
shrill shriek of the whistle, the alarm of the 
bell, and the clatter of the brakes, of the 
couplings. The raging chariots, Mr. Talmage 
intimated, must have been express trains striv- 
ing to run on time. He described the 
arrival of a train at night, and said that 
if seemed as if he could “hear the 
passage of the midnight express in the text. 
Then, he continued, “I halt the train long 
enough to get on board, and I go through all 


the cars and I find that three-quarters of all the | 


passengers are commercial travelers.“ The 
transition was sudden and without explanation, 
but Mr. Talmage evidently referred to American 
trains of to-day and not to the raging and just- 
ling ones of Nineveh.

RATIONALISM. 
ITS APPEARANCE AMONG THE NEW YORK JEWS. 
Springfeld Republican. 

New York has a new departure in the religious 
line. Prof. Felix Adler is lecturing on Sunday 
mornings at Standard Hall, a pretty audience- 
room on Broadway, near Forty-second street, 
which will seat 600 persons. He is a rational- 
istic blossom out of a tough, hard Jewish stock, 
was educated in Germany, and had all the Juda- 
ism taken out of him there, came home to shock 
his old friends by his loss of traditional religion, 
and gota Professorship at Cornell, where he 
has few pu and littletodo. But there are 
cultivated Jews here who have outgrown the 
Synagogue and the traditions of the Elders, and 
they have invited the scholarly Professor to 
come here and tell them the truth about re- 
ligion as he understands it. Yesterday the hall 
was full of people, two-thirds of whom were 
men, and two-thirds of the faces had Jewish 
features. At a quarter after 11 the door was 
locked, and the choir sung to the music of a 
weil-played organ. Then Prof. Adler rose, a 
man of about 35, rather below medium size, a 
face of marked intellectual! sensibility, with fine 
features anda fine nervous and sensitive tem- 
perament. He laid his manuscript on the desk, 
but never looked at it again, stood with his arm 
resting on the desk, most of the time, in an 
easy attitude, and without the least attempt at 
oratory, in a musical, strikingly reverent and 
modest voice, delivered a lecture of great force 
of thought and felicity of diction. 

His subject was the inspiration of the Bible, 
which he claimed was an unsupported dogma 
that had done incalculable harm. The Bible as 
a natural product of the human mind is one of 
the world’s great classics, a most precious leg- 
acy; but as an infallible authority in intellect 
and morals isaclog anda curse. He made a 
broad distinction between the Bible as it is in 
itself and what the theologians think about and 
claim for it, and, while he revered the book, he 
abhorred the dogma that encrusts it an un- 
natural and impossible sanctity. Think of this 
delivered to an audience of Jews! Yet his 
strongest utterances were most heartily ap-

FIDDLER JOSS. 
AN ENGLISH EVANGELIST. 
From the London Telegraph, Jan. 30. 

“Come and hear Fidaler Joss on Sunday 
night, Jan. 28, at the Mission Chapel, Little 
Wild street, Drurv Lane.“ Such was the invi- 
tation printed on handbills that were offered 
pretty freely to the wavfarers in the purlicus of 
the Parish of St. Giles toward the close of the 
afternoon mentioned, when the church bells 
were ringing out their summons to prayer on 
the cold moonlit air, and droves of little chil- 
dren were seeking to warm their blood, chasing 
each other in play in the eourts and alleys of 


one of the poorest and most populous districts 


of the metropolis. The neighborhood df Little 
Wild street is not one of the nicest or most rep- 
utable; the tallyman is a power there, the po- 
liceman a terror, and the gaudily-painted, glit- 
tering corner pub an institution. Drunken- 
ness and poverty are riie, for your poor devotee 
of the bottle will strip off his waistcoat or sell 
his shoes for another drink. The owner of 


the dolly-shop drives a roaring trade; the clothes 
that are taken out of pawn on Saturday very 
often are put in again on the Monday morning. 
Curses are more common there than canticles, 
rookeries than homes; and that notorious es- 
tablishment, the Thieves’ Kitchen, is not en- 
tirely unknown to the denizens of the locality.

He made a 
deeper impression on his audience than many 
more learned preachers would, and al- 
though he had recourse to a certain amount 
of theatrical device, such as hitting the desk to 
simulate knocking at a door, in no one instance 
did he outrage the modesty of nature. There 
can be no question that Fiddler Joss is pos- 
sessed of a strenuous effort of his own; he is 
well worth Foing to hear; he fills you with a 
conviction of his sinceerity, and, if he goes on 
as he has commenced, he may be the means of 
bringing wholesome light into one of the black- 
est corners of a black district. 

When Fiddler Joss was nearing the end of 
his quaint sermon it was plain that he was suf- 
feriug from bad health, and he apologized for 
his shortcoming, reminding the Young men who 
were sitting around him that his physicai weak- 
ness was the result of former dissipation, and 
that as one sows so must one reap. Gathering 
himself together, he made a brief summing up, 
energetic and loud-voicedas at any moment 
during his address, and literally subsided at its 
close. Animpromptu prayer was next deliy- 
ered by the pastor, a hymn was sung, and the 
proceedings terminated by an appeal to all who 
desired to seek conversion to attend an inquiry 
meeting up-stairs, while those who were anx- 
ious for their conversion joined in prayer with 
that object on the floor of the chapel under- 
neath.

A CUSTOMS DISTINCTION. 

While the Castellani collection is on exhibi- 
tion at the Metropolitan Museum, the Customs 
authorities have not yet definitely decided about 
the duties to be collected. Curiously enough, 
it fell upon these geatlemen to say what parts 
of the collection were ancient and free from 
duty, and what parts were modern and dutiable. 
The impression of the Chief was that all goods 
credited to the period B. C. were to be consider- 
ed ancient; those belonging to A. D. modern 
and charged for. This view meets with much 
opposition from various quarters, and may yet 
be changed. The managers of the museum nat- 
urally dislike such a ruling, since a large pro- 
portfon of the collection,—as the majolica, for 
instance, and the most of the personal orna- 
ments, are of dates running up to 1500. The 
question is one that should be settled in some 
other way than arbitrarily by each new head of 
the Revenue. Antiquarians want to know 
whether they are paying money for the gems of 
antiquity, or squandering it for something 
which may next year be classed as modern. 

A great many people are availing themselves 
of the chance to study at leisure the treasures 
in Signor Castellani’s exhibit. The arrange- 
ment is much more advantageous and complete 
than it could be made at Philadelphia, and there 
is room enough to pause a moment, or an hour 
if you wish, without being pushed against and 
remarked upon as the party who “thinks he is 
the only body in the world that wants to see 
anything. Mr. Hutchings, the manager, tells 
me that no subscriptions have been started as 
yet forthe purchase of the collection. When 
the entrance fees show a good round sum to 
head the list with, a strike will be made for the 
pockets of those who are able to retain in the 
museum the only unbought one of the three 
valuable collections now under its roof. Mr.

Here was a gypsy-maiden fair as 
Preciosa, ready to tell the fortune of any young 
man who would cross her palm with a piece of 
silver for the Guild. Next door, perhaps, you 
would be in Iceland among icicles and fir-trees. 
The hall was simply made into the likeness of 
an immense conservatory, full of flowers, 
and with a background of forest 
trees concealing the walls. The central 
piece was a floral temple, where America was 
represented not only by her choice flowers, but 
also by thirteen of the younger belles of the 
avenue, dressed in modes of the last century. 
Around the sides of the hall were bowers, and 
cottages, and eccentric arrangements dedicated 
to Russia, Germany, England, France, Spain, 
Italy, Greece, Brazil, Iceland, and Mexico. The 
flowers and plants were made to represent thesc 
countries as far as possible, and the young ladies 
in attendance were dressed inthe various na- 
tional costumes. The design and execution of 
ali this, as may be imagined, were both difficult 
and arduous. The work was done very 
artistically, however, and if there was 
something very like stage scenery in effect here 
and there, few had time or inclination to note 
it. Brazil was given a peasant -cottage, with 
tiled roof, vines, and curious birds. Mexico had 
a cottage with thatched roof. Mt. Vernon was 
represented by a floral temple, with banner 
bearing Washington’s coat-of-arms, and a lady 
representing Mrs. Martha as occupant. Re- 
becea at the well, drawing lemunade in stone 
jars, was one of the most refreshing persons to 
be met with. The Russian booth was placed at 
the entrance on Fifteenth street, in honor of 
the Grand Dukes, whose eyes were met as they 
stepped into the hall by the Russian banners 
and emblems, surrounded with a wonderfully- 
artistic combination of statuary, flowers, and 
colored liguts. 

THE ACADEMY. 

Aside from some tasterul decoration, the 
Academy looked as it usually does, and that is 
most attractive. The scene on the floor, to my 

te, was much more taking than that at a 
fancy dress ball. The minuet de la cour danced 
by twenty couples attired in the rich Court cos- 
tume of the time of Louis XIV. was perhaps 
as brilliant a feature as could be arranged, and 
was perfectly carried through under the direc- 
tion of Prof. De Gormo.

The char- 
acters were admirably taken and much regard 
for accuracy was manifest. Those who have 
seen the large painting of Lady Washington at 
her state reception will be either pleased or en- 
vious to know that the celebrated Southern 
beauties of those days were for once fairly 
matched by beautiful ladies of New York.

Mr. Solomons, the pawnbroker of Eiguth 
avenue, says his business was never so dull as it 
is at present. He says it is a mistake to suppose 
that he benefits by the nard times, because all 
his clients have pawned everything they have, 
and have no money to redeem what they have in 
pawn. 

„When is business most brisk with you!“ 
was asked. 

„Whenever trade is good and work is plenty. 
Our best customers are those who pledge things 
and redeem them frequently. It is much better 
for a man to pawn and pay us our percentage 
than to run up a bill at his grocer’s or butcher’s. 
He pays us 25 per cent interest, whereas when 
he runs a bill at any tradesman’s he buys more 
than he wants, and is charged accordingly. A 
man can save more by pawniog his things and 
paying ready money to his tradesmen than he 
can by running bills.“ 

“Some pawnbrokers advance more than 
others. How is that?” 

„Well, Simpson’s people advance as much as 
anybody. They do a large business, and bor- 
row their money at 1 per cent a month. A 
good many things are left on their hands, but 
when they come to sell off they don't lose 
much.“
